The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Shimodaira et al. 
(Cancer Research 57: 5201-5206, December 1, 1997/ IDS reference submitted 
September 19, 2005) discloses a method of detecting core-2 (31, 6-N- 
acetylglucosaminyltransferase (C2GnT) transcripts in colorectal cancer specimens by 
reverse transcription-PCR, see abstract and page 5204, Carcinoma- 
associated... section. "Among 46 patients examined, C2GnT transcripts were 
specifically detected in carcinoma tissue from 29 patients (63%) but not in normal 
mucosa of all of the 46 patients (Fig. 2E and Table 1)", see page 5204, Carcinoma- 
associated section. Therefore, the technical feature recited in claim 1 is not special. 
Accordingly, the groups are not so linked as to form a single general concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1.
